Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the current 
claims remain allowable for the reasons stated in the office action mailed 15 August 
2008. In particular, the prior art does not teach or suggest (1) a lockout mechanism 
operated by detecting the concentration level of chlorine in the cavity or (2) using the 
incoming water to cool the electronics prior to entry into the cavity. The prior art only 
teaches using a separate recycle water conduit to cool the electronics.
